Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
my  Annual  Report  for  the  past  year,  1904. 

Included  in  the  Report  you  will  find  Tables  I.,  II. , III., 
and  IV.,  as  well  as  Table  C. 

The  Annual  Report  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act,  1901,  I have  had  printed  as  a separate  one. 

The  Death  Rate  for  the  year  has  been  an  abnormably 
low  one,  viz.  : — 12-3  per  1000,  but  this  is  in  keeping  with  the 
general  Death  Rate  of  the  Country.  I find  this  is  the  lowest 
Death  Rate  for  your  District  for  many  years  past. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  rather  lower,  28‘4  per  1000. 

I have  calculated  the  above  rates  on  an  estimated  popula- 
tion of  3168. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  is  much  lower  than  in  many 
previous  years  ; this  in  itself  is  a matter  of  congratulation. 

Under  Notification  of  Infectious  Disease,  I find  19  such 
cases  were  reported  to  me.  This  is  a larger  number  than  in 
1903,  but  at  no  time  was  any  serious  outbreak  threatened, 

Your  district  has  been  happily  free  from  any  case  of  Small 
Pox,  but  should  any  case  occur,  I shall  be  able  now  to  have  it 
quickly  removed  to  the  Hoober  Hospital,  and  by  so  doing, 
removing  it  from  being  a source  of  danger  to  the  inhabitants. 
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The  Public  Health  of  the  District  has  been  on  the  whole 
good.  Measles,  Influenza,  and  a few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
being  the  principal  causes  of  illness. 

The  Water  Supply  is  now  good  and  plentiful,  and  it  only 
remains  for  property  owners  to  have  their  houses  connected 
with  the  main,  in  order  that  the  tenants  may  have,  what  is 
their  right,  a free  supply  of  good  potable  water. 

I have  nothing  to  report  on  the  Sewerage  of  the  Village. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  Midden  Defuse  is,  as  in 
previous  years,  done  by  contract,  and,  considering  the  diffi- 
culties, no  great  complaint  arises  from  it. 

It  would  be  a great  assistance  to  your  Sanitary  Officials 
if  some  means  could  be  found  by  which  infected  bedding  and 
clothes  could  be  efficiently  disinfected,  as  at  present  nothing 
can  be  done  in  this  direction 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


POPULATION. 

I have  estimated  I he  population  of  your  district  as  being 
3168.  The  census  of  1901  shewed  that  the  population  was 
much  less  than  I anticipated  ; hence  I consider  it  as  the  same 
as  in  1903.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is,  I believe,  678. 

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  for  1904  is  90. 
This  number  is  very  much  below  the  average  for  may  years 
past,  but  the  cause  of  it  I will  leave  to  abler  hands  than  mine 
to  try  and  determine. 


The  Birth  Rate  is  28*4  per  1000. 
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DEATHS. 

39  Deaths  were  registered  as  having  taken  place  in  your 
district ; this  gives  a rate  of  12’3  per  1000,  which  is  very  low. 
Amongst  these  12  were  of  children  under  1 year,  from  diseases 
principally  connected  with  infants.  11  deaths  were  of  persons 
aged  65  and  upwards.  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  were 
responsible  for  10  deaths,  whilst  4 deaths  were  certified  as 
being  due  to  Cancer,  which  evidently  seems  to  claim  a larger 
number  of  victims  each  year.  Two  deaths  were  due  to  acci- 
dent. Puller  information  on  the  causes  of  death  will  be  found 
in  Table  III. 

One  death  was  due  to  Enteric  Fever,  and  two  deaths  of 
children  under  5 years  of  age  certified  as  due  to  Diarrhoea. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

19  cases  were  notified  to  me  by  Medical  Practitioners 
during  the  year,  of  which  11  were  Scarlet  Fever,  4 Enteric 
Fever,  3 Erysipelas,  and  1 Diphtheria. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Of  the  11  cases  notified,  all  were  of  a very  mild  form,  and 
I was  unable  to  persuade  any  of  the  parents  to  have  the  child 
properly  isolated  at  the  Wath  Hospital  The  objection  which 
has  been  so  marked  to  such  a beneficial  treatment  is,  I think, 
rapidly  subsiding,  and  I trust  the  hospital  in  the  future  will  be 
more  largely  used. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

4 cases  were  notified,  of  which  1 unfortunately  proved 
fatal.  In  none  of  the  cases  was  there  any  insanitary  condition 
cf  the  premises  to  account  for  the  attack. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

These  3 cases  were  of  people  of  advanced  age,  but  none 
fortunately  proved  fatal. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 


1 case  and  that  of  a very  mild  character  only  occurred. 

Amongst  the  non-notifiable  diseases,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Measles  were  fairly  plentiful  during  the  year. 


The  district  has  been  regularly  and  thoroughly  visited 
many  times  during  the  year.  Suggestions  to  householders 
respecting  the  spreading  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been  given, 
disinfectants  regularly  supplied,  and  a general  oversight 
exercised  over  the  public  health  of  the  district. 

I have  little  to  suggest  for  the  coming  year,  but  first  I 
would  impress  on  the  Council  the  desirability  of  considering 
some  arrangement  by  which  people  should  be  made  to  conform 
to  the  By-Laws  as  to  keeping  animals,  and  not  allowing  the 
sub-soil  to  become  polluted  with  animal  refuse  ; and  secondly, 
I should  like  (as  I have  before  stated)  some  ability  to  have 
infected  bedding  and  clothes  properly  disinfected.

Factories. 


As  in  1903,  there  are  only  six  places  (where  mechanical 
power  constituting  a Factory  under  the  Act)  come  under 
notice,  viz.  : — 


(1)  The  Boat  Yard. 

(2)  The  Basic  Slag  Works. 

(3)  The  Parkgate  Steel  Works. 

(4)  A Wagon  Repairing  Shop. 

(5)  House  Firewood  Shed. 

(6)  Corn  Mill. 


All  these  have  been  inspected  and  no  defects,  such  as 
want  of  cleanliness,  bad  ventilation,  overcrowding,  or  bad 
drainage,  have  been  noticed.  These  Factories  are  now  all 
well  supplied  with  Sanitary  Accommodation,  and  in  the  case 
of  No.  3,  separate  accommodation  is  supplied  for  both  sexes. 
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Workshops. 

The  number  of  Workshops  is  six,  being  two  less  than  in 


the  previous  year,  viz  : — 

(1)  Dressmaker

(2)  Tailor 

Shed. 

(3)  Gobbler 

(4)  Joiner

These  have  been  inspected,  and  as 

only  one  person  works 

in  each  shed  there  is  nothing  to  find  fault  with.  In  the  case 

of  No.  1,  I believe  there  are  two  apprentices  employed. 

The  Inspector  (Mr.  Wilkinson)  has 

made  many  visits  (19) 

at  different  times,  and  performs  his  duties  intelligently.
